Mr. Huntou .stated that he bought four 


horses at public auction ou that cluy. . He 
refused to answer the question whether 
liu ever bought horsea at a price IB.HH than 
S100, 
although reference to the testimony 


showed that he answered thin question iu 
the aflirmutive at :he last hearing. He 
persisted in his refusal to answer the 
question. 


Alderman Crowley—"Do you consider 


that as a servant of the city you acted 
uonorubly when you bought horsea (or 
S100 each, sold theiu to Mr. Clapp and 
then boucht them for the city at 3200 
each?" 


Mr. Hunton—"I don't think that is a fair 


question." ' 


By this time Mr. Hunton had grown 


very nervous and twitched his ciTma in a 
quick movement. His reply to nearly 
every question was either "I don't know,", 
"I don't remember," "I don't care to 
answer." 


Cross-examined by Mr. Burke, ilr. 


Hunton staled that lie did not know the 
city wus going to buy horses or' that he 
would be fin agent to buy horses for the 
city till be was appointed on the commit- 
tee on the night before the horses were 
purchased from Mr. Clapp. 


Alderman Crowley—""Would you not 


consider it patriotic for you to go to Bos- 
ton and buy horses for the city as cheap 
as you bought them for yourselt?" 


Mr. Hunton—"It might." 
Alderman Crowley—"It might enable 


us to provide another red school house." 


Mr. Hunton—"That is so." 
President Webster suggested that he did 


not suppose Mr. Huntou was in his busi- 
ness for his health, but to make money." 


Alderman Crowley—"No one doubts 


that."

Charles Clapp was recalled, and said he 


signed the notes offered in payment of the 
horses in Hunton's stable. 


Mr. Qua—"Hive you. got those notes?" 
Mr. Clapp—"Yes." 
Mr. Qua—""Will you show them to the 


committee ?" . 


Mr. Clapp—"Yes." 
He handed the notes to the committtee, 


"but the amount paid "was cut out. He 
said he cut it out himself. "We'll have 
occasion to use them later," remarked' 
Mr. Qua. 


"That's jiut what is the matter, Mr. 


Solicitor," said Mr. Burke. 
"You have 


said, and it has been told on the street, 
that you intended to contest payment of 
this bill because Mr. Clapp waa making 
TOO much profit." 


Mayor Courtney suggested that Lawyer 


Burke certainly understood that such a 
claim will not stand. He remarked that 
this excuse for not showing the notes was 
not in lino with that given by Mr. Hunton 
as coming from Mr. Clapp. 


Mr. Olapp questioned again said that in 


the discharge of the notes, he gave Mr. 
Hunton "all the cash, agreed on" and a 
note. 


Mr. Hunton refused to state the cash

was the next witness and said the meet- 
ing April 13 was called at 4 o'clock. Who 
sent out the notices he could not say.

7 o'clock that evening the committee ad- 
journed to have luuch at the Merrimack 
house. .He could not remember whether 
or not the committee to purchase horses 
was1 appointed in the Merrimack house at 
that time. "I made the motion to buy 
the horses. 
"We saw the horses at 


Conant's stable Tuesday morning. We 
were at Music hall Monday night aud 
alter the performance we agreed to meet 
at Conant's stable next morning. When 
•we got there, Hunton told us some of 
Clapp's horses were in the stable aud he 
showed them to us. Alderman Fleming 
told us Clapp ought to have the trade this 
year. I did not hear Mr. Huntou say that 
he sold the horsea to Clapp. I met Mr. 
Hunton in Lawyer Burke's office since 
the last hearing. After we left Conant's 
stable we went to Clapp's stable and re- 
mained there one hour and a half. 


Mr. Qua—"Didn't it strike you that the 


pries Mr. Clapp asked was hiirh?" 


Mr. George—"Yes." 
Mr..George continued that Mr. Clapp 


insisted that the committee was getting 
the pick of his horses and should pay [or 
for them. He did not know whether he 
would bave been Influenced In hia action 
had he known Mr. Hunton had sold Mr. 
Clapp the horses the day before. ' Mr. 
Flemings thought Clapp should have the 
trade this year as Hanson had tue • 'cream'' 
iu the past.

Probabl}* the most composed witness of

I remember when the city sold horses and 
then, I think, that not over five should 
have baon sold, I have owned horses JOT 
about 20 years. I went to Boston a few 
days after the horse sale nnd saw a pair oE 
horses weighing between 2800_ and 3000 
pounds, aud youug, sold for SIS'S. At the 
next stable I saw a pair of blacks, weigh- 
ing 3000 pounds, R or 7 years old, going 
hurdat$225. I visited Mr.'Hunton when 
I learned the liorses were purchased, and 
told him he paid too tnncli. I lira: learned 
that Mr. Hunton boughtjthe hatses in Bos- 
ton from a Mr. Fuller, who saw at least 
one of them bought, and told me about it. 


Thnt 8325 and 8375 Deal. 


Alderman Flemings explained tha re- 


mark of horses being bought last year for 
S325 and hilled for S375 by saying that 
the committee weiit'to Hansou's stable, 
.saw a fine pair of bay hor.ses and asked 
the price,. S323 suid Hanson. Then after 
they^ook'ed overborse.s they went to Han- 
son's office ami started to figure -out and 
Hanson then fixed the price at S375. The 
horses were sent to the city stables and 
that pair was missing. I noticed the fact 
and said they Tvere missiug. Mr. Maguire 
and others tried to convince me they Were 
not. I ordered Supt. Crowley to telephone 
to Mr. Hanson to send those horses over. 
In five minutes they were at the stable. 


I spoke tu Hanson about tiie matter 


later and he gave me to understand that 
the change was made because it was sug- 
gested by a member of the committee. 


This information was given after a little 


hesitation as Mr. Flemings apparently 
disliked to implicate aoy of ]ast year's 


He further stated that the committee

posed to lleKlnley have been very quiet, 
but it Is understood that since the .ar- 
rival of Quay there has been a.conference 
of men representing the different candi- 
dates, those present belnpPlatt for Mor- 
ton. Quay for himself, Henderson for 
Allison, and an eastern, man represent- 
ing Reed. 
It was understood that tho 


conference was not with any hoRe of de- 
feating the nomination of McKlnley, be- 
cause Quay and Manley have already 
conceded the nomination, of the Ohio map 
on the first ballot, but that It was pro- 
posed to prepare a platform on the money 
question, which was to be Insisted upon, 
at all hazards, and to give It to thf- Mc- 
Klnley men as one of the demands of the 
opposition. 


It was understood that the declara- 


tion was to be unequivocally for gold. 
In this connection. It Is said the declara- 
tion will be so pronounced that It will 
not be acceptable to the great middle 
west, which Is here solid for McKlnley, 
and may precipitate a fight.

"I still adhere to the views therein ex- 


pressed; and can only add lhat if I were 
charged with the duty of administering 
the office of President of the United 
States, I should endeavor to treat all 
classes of citizens without discrimina- 
tion, ^3 to their religious belief."

To Visit England by Special 


Invitation, 


WILL BE RECEIVED BY 


VICTORIA. 


A Notable Event In Many 


Respects. 


Boston, June 13.—Ey special invita- 


tion ot the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery company ot England, Bent under 
special sanction of Queen Victoria, tho 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery com- 
pany of Massachusetts will, on June 20, 
boar} the Cunard steamer Servla, en 
route for .London, to visit the English 
"Honorables," who now comprise the 
parent organization, or. the MassachLi- 
3uUs body. Tlie trip, which will be be- 
gun at that time, and the preceding and 
prospective circumstances combine to 
make It or.e'of the most notable events 
Jn the history of any artillery organiza- 
tion In the United States. It la signifi- 
cant from the fact that when the Servla 
reaches her destination, In face of Eng- 
land's lav.-, a foreign body ot 250 "armed 
men" 
will march forth upon English 


noil. Moreover, upon a later date, lor 
the first time In history, the aforesaid 
foreign body of armed men will parade 
the streets of London. England's queen 
has given permission for them to do so. 


The parent company, the Honorable 


Company of Artillery, was chartered In 
F.-ife-Iand In 1537, by Henry VIH, and the 
organization has been preserved by the 
descendants of the original members 
until now. The American branch, .the 
original Massachusetts company of 41 
members, under Captain Keayne, was 
chartered by Governor Wlnthrop In 1623. 


About a. year ago the London company 


sent a formal Invitation to the Massa- 
chusetts men to visit England. This 
Invitation was accepted, and prepara- 
tions were at once begun. During the 
whole 12 months, atmeetings ana smoke- 
talks, by mall and messenger, plans lor 
the trip have-been under corisIderacJon, 
and all details are now practically com- 
pleted. The company, 250 in number, 
will leave here on the Servla, which is to 
be sent here from New York for the 
purpose, at noon, Monday, June 29. They 
TV 111 probably reach Liverpool on July 
6. where 'their hosts and the lord mayor 
will meet them. 
The customary In- 


spection, by order of her majesty the 
nueen. -will be omitted, and the visitors 
will be escorted to a. special train on the 
London 
and 
Northwestern 
railroad, 


which will hurry them along "very 
smoothly for four hours through the 
fresh and picturesque Midland scenery 
to Euston station, London. Thence the 
Americans will be conducted to their 
quarters In. the new Hotel Cecil, on the 
Thames embankment. 


July C Is Monday. Tuesday and "Wed- 


nesday will be taken up with, business 
sessions of the organization, and with 
the enjoyment of any program the Lon- 
doners may suggest. On Thursday the 
parade will occur, to be followed in the 
evening by the grand banc.uet of the 
Americans, tendered to the English com- 
pany. In the new King's hall, at Holbonl 
resta.ur.ant. In this marble and,crimson 
hall the Massachusetts Ancients, will 
meet leading representatives ot the Eng- 
lish government and of her social lite. 
The Prince of Wales will be present, to 
extend a. welcome to the visitors, and the 
exchange of speeches wllLmake the even- 
Ing memorable, and probably the great- 
est event of the London visit; 
i Friday and Saturday will be spent In 
London sight-seeing, under the guidance 
of the London artillery men. For the 
remainder of the visit, a choice of.'slx 
rare journeys has been offered. The two 
favorite routes are those including Paris, 
the Rhine and Belgium, and Paris with 
a tour of Switzerland and Mount Blanc. 
Some of the visitors, however, will not 
join these excursions, but will spend 
most of their lime about London, with 
side trips on the river, to the lakes, or to 
Ireland and Scotland. When siglit-see- 
Ing is over, the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery 
company of Massachusetts 


•will reassembie at Liverpool, bid a fare- 
•well to Ensland and their English com- 
rades, and, on July 23, will, sail on their 
return to the Slates.

will muster at 
their headquarters i:i 


historic Faneull hall here, and under the 
command of Colonel Harry Walker, the 
recently elected captain, escorted by a 
battalion of the First Massachusetts 
Infantry, under Major P. A, Dyar, and 
the Salem Cadet band, which will ac- 
company them on their trip, the "An- 
cients" will march to the dock at East 
Boston. They have been fitted with new

St Louis, June 13.—It'is generally be- 


lieved that the declaration in favor of 
the gold standard In the Bepubllca,n 
platform will be very emphatic and un- 
equivocal. "When the men from the east 
reach St. Louis they will find that the 
close friends of McKinley are ready to 
offer them a financial plank that they 
can afree upon \vlthouthesltancy. 


Several drafts of a platform have been 


prepared, and It is now believed that a 
iorm has been secured which will be 
satisfactory. It will declare against the 
free coinage of silver, unless It should be 
brought about by International agree- 
ment. No ratio Is mentioned. It will 
also declare that the Republicans are 
agalrtgt the debasement of the currency, 
and are therefore In favor of the present 
Cold standard. 


The .Republican party will be given 


credit for having brought about the re- 
sumption act, which has also . main- 
tained every dollar at a parity, whether 
toin or paper, and that the standard of 
money should be as It always has been, 
and Is now, equal to that of the most 
enlightened nations of the world. Those 
declarations embody the wishes of the 
friends of McKinley, a,nd the men who 
nre now here approve them. If the reso- 
lution should be changed it will be by the 
committee on resolutions or the conven- 
tion Itself, but this Is not likely, because 
(t contains ail that is asked for .except 
by the most extreme gold men, who want 
a straight single gold standard declara- 
tion and nothing more. There Is some 
opposition 10 the reference to an In- 
ternational agreement, but those who 
de."lre that language inserted In the reso- 
lution say that the party should not 
place itself In opposition to the coinage 
oC silver under an international agree- 
ment if. such an arrangement could be 
made, but the party Is not to be pledged 
to bring about 
such an agreement, 


which Is a contention of some of the 
delegations. It is believed by those who 
have examined the proposed financial 
resolution that it will meet every de- 
mand that can be made by the eastern 
men, and that It will be Incorporated 
Into the platform when adopted. 


It has.been positively denied that the 


McKinley management has urged the 
selection of Hon. Charles W. Fairbanks 
of In » na for temporary chairman of 
the convention. Marcus A, Hanna so 
stated yesterday. 
He said that Mr. 


Fairbanks would be acceptable, and that 
was all. A sood deal of talk in regard 
to matters has been caused by a circular 
letter which has been sent to every 
member of the national committee. The 
letter la made up from a newspaper in- 
terview with R. "W. Thompson, a dele- 
gate-at-larga from Indiana, In opposi- 
tion to the selection of Mr. Fairbanks. 
A copy of the circular was sent to Mr. 
Hanna. "When he read it he expressed 
regret that the affair had been carried 
to such an extreme. 


"I wish It distinctly understood," said 


Mr. Hanna, "that at no time, nor In any 
place, have I stated that It was the wish 
of the McKinley management that Mr. 
Fairbanlcs should be selected as tem- 
porary chairman. The Impression that 
I had forecasted this selection grew out 
oE a newspaper dispatch sent from In- 
dianapolis on the night I passed through 
that city. That Interview made me state 
that I anticipated the selection of Mr. 
l-'airbanks as temporary chairman. I 
did not so state, and said nothing upon 
this subject that could be distorted into 
guch a statement. 


"The suggestion oC Mr. Fairbanks as 


temporary chairman of the convention, 
came from various sections of the coun- 
try, partly from members of the national 
committee, whose attention to Indiana 
had been called by Its financial plank, in 
the platform adopted by that state con- 
vention some weeks, since. That plank 
met with so much approval that It was 
believed to be wise to choose a chairman 
from Indiana, and as Mr. Fairbanks had 
been the recognized author ot the finan- 
cial plank of the Indiana platform, his 
name naturally came into the minds of 
those members of the committee and 
others who read it, and it thus occurred 
to suggest Mr. Fairbanks for the posi- 
tion. When we were approached upon 
the' subject .we simply said that Mr. 
Fairbanks would be acceptable. He has 
been urged for the honor by those who 
thought the speech oC the temporary 
chalrmtn should partake largely of the 
financial question." 


Quite a number of the members of the 


national committee stated that there 
was no doubt of the selection of Mr. 
Fairbanks as temporary chairman, when 
that order of business, the selection of 
temporary ofhcers of the convention. 
comes 
before the committee. 
They 


counted that the committee, in selecting- 
a temporary chairman, who will sound 
the keynote of the campaign, should pay 
no attention to any local Issue of rivalry, 
or personal advantage. 


The slow progress made by the na- 


tional Republican committee in dispos- 
ing of contests continues to excite the 
concern of members ot the committee.

ordering no more 'than their present 
necessities require, 


The textile manufactures are making 


no Improvement. The accumulation of 
cotton goods continue, print cloths have 
declined to the lowest point ever reached, 
a.nd 
a general stoppage to relieve the 


market Is expected. Sales of wool in 
two weeka ot June have been only 
E,823,500 pounds, against 12,661,965 last 
year, and r.o gain is expected in the 
manufacture for some time to come. 


Failures for the week have been 245 


In the United^ States, against 241 last 
year, and 27 In Canada, against 24 last 
year.

MUTILATING 
SHADE 
TEEIS. 


Wlat 
the 
Salem 
Xew« Sayi 
of tte

Apropos ol the Sun's reference to .the 


electric wire companies mutilating shade 
trees,-the Salem iCews has the following 
which illustrates how a remedy may be 
provided: 


It in fairly to be presumed that in a city 


of tho size and Importance of Lowell, 
there is such a sub-body of the city coun- 
cil known as the committee on shade 
trees. Assuming the existence of such a 
committee, the question at once becomes 
pertinent. 'Wlat are the members think- 
ing of, that they thus allow -wanton mutil- 
ations to he committed withbut protest 
and formal action? As long as the indis- 
criminate stringing of -wires from pole to 
pole ia carried on in cities, it is too much 
to expect that shade trees on the public 
highways will escape damage altogether. 
But ic is possible to prevent needless 
nnd vanton mutilations, and it is the 
duty of the committee having jurisdiction 
In the matter of shade trees to see to it 
that reckless slashing and cutting of limbs 
shall cease. A case in point was afforded 
in Salein. some time ago, in which the 
contention was made on the part of the 
city that numerous shade trees were being 
unner.ijssarily damaged by employes of the 
railroad compniiy. As a result, there w^s 
a conference between the civic authorities 
and the representatives of the company, 
incidental to which the latter were free to 
acknnuledge, following examinations,that 
tho offending foreman had seriously erred. 
.Strict urders were forthwith Issued by the 
management, and from that time to the 
present there has been no ground for 
reasonable complaint, The railway man- 
agement made the fact clear that it did 
not derive from heedless pleasure, as some 
people charged, special destruction of 
beauuful shade trees. We have no donbt 
that if similar methods were adopted in 
Lowell, there would bef a change for the 
better nil around.

'Washington, June 13.—The report of 


the board on batteries of battleships, of 
which Admiral "Walker is president, has 
been handed to the navy department. 
The report shows that the board con- 
sidered, with much care, and In great 
detail, the whole subject o£ battleships; 
that it visited Cramps' shipyard for the 
purpose of comparing the ' Massachu- 
setts and the Iowa; that It made a care- 
ful inspection of the Indiana during her 
passage from Hampton Roads to New 
York, conducting firlngr experiments en 
route; that it also made several visits 
to Indian Head, for the purpose of wit- 
nessing the'firing under different cir- 
cumstances against armor plates^' In- 
cluding a model turret of the Massachu- 
setts. 


As a result of its Investlgatlonp, the 


board recommends a slightly different 
ship, with a somewhat different arrange- 
ment of battery from any heretofore 
tullt. While speaking very favorably of 
the superior armored turret, as designed 
for the.Kearaarge and the Kentucky, the 
board does not recommend Installing 
more turrets of this description until ex- 
periments with the two ships named 
have demonstrated their utility. 


The hull of the ship recommended Tvaa 


that of the Kearsarge and Kentucky, 
but so modified as to be similar, In many 
respects, to the Iowa. The main battery 
recommended Is composed of four 13- 
Inch and 14" 6-inch guns, BO arranged as 
to fire two 13-fnch and "our 6-lnch guns 
directly ahead, two 13-Inch and two 6- 
Inch directly astern, and four 13-Inch 
and seven S-lncb. in broadside. 


The board also recommends that the 


normal draft upon which the ship's speed 
Is baaed should be the fighting draft, or 
the draft of the ship with at least two- 
thirds of her movable weights on board. 
It 
also recommends various 
minor 


changes in quarters and Internal ar- 
rangements of the slilp, In the interest 
of the health and comfort of the en- 
listed men. It Is believed by the depart- 
ment that the ship outlined as above 
will be: an improvement upon any yat 
built ln-this country. 


The secretary of the navy, after con- 


sulting with the chiefs of the bureaus o£ 
ordnance, construction and repair and 
steam engineering, has approved the 
general features of the report of the 
board, and directed that the plans be 
taken up without delay. 


The contracts for all the vessels au- 


thorized In the new law, battleships and 
torpedo boats Included, will be made 
within the time prescribed in that act, 
namely, 120 days from Its approval, and 
the secretary has already decided upon 
ill the preliminary steps.
